action. These amendments also maintain the differentiation over all previously cited prior art. 

Updated the search found no more relevant references concerning applicants claimed 3-D 
polymerization technique, however the references of Yasuda et al. (6,216,538 Bl), who has teachings 
concerning arrangement of particles with different indexes of refraction, and Weber (6,590,707 Bl), who 
has discussion concerning the index of refraction with respect to particle orientation, are considered of 
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interest with respect to applicants' use of detecting refractive index for controlling polymerization of their 
mixtures, but provide insufficient teachings to employ this property in the manner claimed.
